MP makes call 
for answers as 
crush dub shuts 

the premises used for another 
purpose.” 

Northampton Borough Council 
explained that the premises still has a 
licence and could still open if bought 
by another company. 

The current licence for the venue 
was temporarily suspended following 
the death until its case is heard by the 
authority in two weeks. 

The council has said that the only 
way this meeting would not take place 
would be if the licence was relin¬ 
quished by the company - a move that 
could potentially damage the value of 
any future sale of the site. 

The administrators have empha¬ 
sised that the tragic events at the club 
had no bearing on their decision to 
close it, describing the venue as 
“non-core”. 

In total 300 full and part-time 
employees will lose their jobs across 
the country but the administrators 
said they were already in talks to sell 
the sites being closed down. 

Alan Hudson, joint administrator, 
said: “To date we have received a large 
number of enquires in the business as 
a whole and individual sites and are 
actively engaged in discussions with 
these parties.”

AN MP has said that the permanent 
closure of a nightclub where a 
student was crushed to death raises 
many different questions. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northampton 
South, has voiced his concern over the 
closure of Lava & Ignite where 22- 
year-old Nabila Nanfuka died on 
October 18. 

Mr Binley expressed his views after 
yesterday’s announcement by Ernst & 
Young, the administrators for Luminar 
which owns the Northampton club, 
that it was one of 11 venues shutting. 

Forty permanent and part-time staff 
will lose their jobs - the most of any 
nightclubs announced to be shut by 
the company 

Mr Binley said: “I think this raises 
some serious questions. 

“The first is whether the decision to 
close the club as part of the adminis¬ 
tration is in the hope to avoid more 
questions that should be asked. 

“The second is I’m told that compa¬ 
ny lost £190 million last year and 
whether because of these financial 
issues the club was properly staffed or 
over crowded. These questions will 
not be answered by the police investi¬ 



gation or by the borough council’s 
licensing committee. 

“That is why I want to see an open 
and public inquiry into the tragedy. 

“Many people think that there are 
already quite enough late licence 
venues in Northampton and I’m sure 
many other people would like to see

Mother takes her son out of

A WOMAN who is leading a campaign 
against explicit sex education has 
revealed that she is now home school¬ 
ing her son. 

Emma Clarke, from Northampton, is 
taking her protest to the Houses of 
Parliament at the end of the month to 
discuss the material being taught in 
schools. 

The meeting is being sponsored by 
Andrea Leadsom MP who last week 
opened a debate in the House of 
Commons on the issue. 

She said that although schools had the 
best intentions ‘cartoons of two people 
engaged in sexual activity with the cap¬ 
tion - here are some ways mummies and 
daddies fit together’ are inappropriate to 
children as young as five. 

Mrs Clarke said that she feels that the 
DVDs being shown in schools are com-

pletely inappropriate for the ages of the 
children being taught. 

The mum said: “I don’t think it should 
be taught in schools to children. They 
need to know the biological changes that 


you go through and the biological 
mechanics of sex. 

“It’s inviting sexual behaviour at a 
younger age and we will see the result of 
that over time.” 

Mrs Clarke has revealed that she was 
told by a school in Northamptonshire 
that her son had to attend a sex educa¬ 
tion class as it was part of the national 
curriculum. 

Since finding out Mrs Clarke has elect¬ 
ed to home school her son. 

She said: “A lot of parents feel that the 
schools knows best but if parents knew 
what their children were being shown 
they would think differently. Another 
problem is that each school shows differ¬ 
ent material depending on how respon¬ 
sible they are.” 

Mrs Clarke will be leading 
Northamptonshire parents to a meeting 
in Portcullis House, London, on 
Thursday, November 24 to discuss the 
issue. 


Police prepared to play long game in hunt for murder suspect 


POLICE leading the murder inquiry of an 
entire family are being motivated by 
other long-term police investigations. 

As the hunt for Anxiang Du, the prime 
suspect of the Ding family murders on 
April 29 reaches the six month stage, the 
leading officer has admitted that it is 
becoming increasingly difficult to inves¬ 
tigate the horrific deaths as time passes. 

Detective Superintendent Glyn 
Timmins said: “It can be a great challenge 
to keep everyone focused because with 
every long-term inquiry we have to go 
over every piece of evidence to find out 


something new. We only have to look at 
the case of Lindsay Hawker, the English 
teacher who was murdered in fapan. 

“The man in that investigation was 
caught many years after the crime and 
had assistance, both deliberately and 
inadvertently. 

“The other case is of fohn Darwin, who 
was found buying property in South 
America after faking his death. They were 
both successful long-term investigations. 

“We know that it might not be tomor¬ 
row, next week or even next year but he 
has got to come up for air at some point.” 


However, the police have said that at 
the moment they have little to go on, 
despite having 15 officers still working 
on the case. 

DS Timmins said: “I have got to be bru¬ 
tally honest to say that we have no idea 
where our prime suspect is hiding. 

“Whether he is in the UK, or has gone 
abroad, where, we and many people, 
think he may be in continental Europe or 
China. 

“We have had 300 sightings, but none 
have been, what we call, actionable intel¬ 
ligence.” 


Cops puzzled over fatal road collision 


MYSTERY surrounds a collision on a 
road in which a man died. 

Northamptonshire Police have reissued 
an appeal and are still keen to speak to wit¬ 
nesses to the death of 48-year-old Anthony 
Burgess on Towcester Road in North¬ 
ampton in September. 

The collision took place at around 
8.30pm on Thursday, September 15, 
when, for unknown reasons, Mr Burgess 
stepped out into the path of a silver 
Renault. He later died in hospital on 
October 25. 

It is believed that shortly before 8.30pm 


Mr Burgess had walked from Forest Road 
across Far Cotton Rec to Towcester 
Road. 

The collision took place as he crossed 
the road from the park towards the cash 
point at Delapre post office, which is on 
the corner of Rothersthorpe Road. 

Police are keen to speak to anyone who 
may recall seeing Mr Burgess as he 
walked along Forest Road and across the 
park, or from anyone who can recall him 
standing by the side of Towcester Road. 

Anyone with information should call 
Northamptonshire Police on 101. 


Wheelchair hit by reversing car 

A CAR hit a woman pushing her dis¬ 
abled son in a wheelchair. 

The collision occurred at lunchtime on 
Towcester Road in Northampton on 
Saturday. 

The woman was using the crossing by 
Kentucky Fried Chicken and attempted 
to cross the main road while traffic was 
stationary at a roundabout. A vehicle in 
the line of traffic reversed and collided 
with the wheelchair. The car then drove 
off along Towcester Road and away from 
the town centre. 

Neither the mother nor son was 
injured.

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Dad of murdered 
Louise wanted 
officers sacked

THE father of a woman who was 
murdered has told a television 
programme that the police officers who 
failed to attend the house where she 
was attacked should have been fired. 

In Monday’s edition of Panorama, Steve 
Webster questioned why the two officers 
who were in the area of Roade when his 
daughter Louise Webster (pictured) was 
attacked by her partner, Martin Ashby, 
on January 18, 2010 didn’t go to the 
scene. 

Although medical experts said Ms 
Webster would have died of her injuries 
even if the pair had attended, both only 
received final written warnings after they 
were deemed to have been in gross 
misconduct. 

Mr Webster told the programme: “They 
knew it was a serious crime. At the end of 
the day they should have gone, there are 
no two ways about it. It wouldn’t have 
cost them anything to have gone.” 

Speaking about the written warnings 
he said: “It really doesn’t mean anything 
at all. It just means keep your nose clean 
and that’s it. If they are not doing their 
job properly then there should have 
been some other form of punishment 
surely.” 

Northamptonshire Police have issued a 
lengthy statement over the way the 
complaint was handled. 

Deputy Chief Constable Suzette 
Davenport, said: “On January 20, 2010 
Northamptonshire Police referred a case 
to the IPCC for investigation in accor¬ 
dance with the Police Reform Act 2002. 

“During the course of this investiga¬ 
tion, the IPCC identified possible 
misconduct in the actions of two officers 
who were initially requested to attend 
the 999 call received from the home 
address of Ms Louise Webster. 

“As a result of this, both officers were 
subject to a misconduct hearing on 
January 13, 2011. 

“Each case is examined on an individ¬ 
ual basis to determine the level and 
nature of misconduct committed by an 
officer and the extent to which the 
Standards of Professional Behaviour may 
have been breached. 

“The seriousness of the two officers’ 
actions, the circumstances surrounding 
these actions and the potential impact 
they may have resulted in, influenced the 
misconduct sanction that was imposed 
by the panel. 

“We take every allegation of wrongdo¬ 
ing extremely seriously and upon hear¬ 
ing all of the evidence in the case of 
Louise Webster, a panel made up of sen¬ 
ior police officers and an independent 
panel member, appointed by the Police 
Authority but not a member, found the 
officers guilty of gross misconduct and 
decided that the appropriate sanction 
was to issue a final warning to both 
officers. 

“We fully accepted the findings of the 
IPCC and the recommendations that 
were made. 

“We have already taken the identified 
learning points into consideration to 
ensure such actions are prevented in the 
future. 

“Following the death of Louise Webster, 
a family liaison officer has been in con¬ 
tinued contact with the family to provide 
ongoing support and assistance. 

“While we cannot change what has 
happened, we have tried to ensure the 
family have been kept fully informed at 
every step regarding both the criminal

investigation into her death and the sub¬ 
sequent police misconduct hearing. 

“During the hearing itself, we actively 
sought and gained the agreement of both 
the officers’ legal teams, and of the offi¬ 
cers themselves, to allow the family of 
Louise Webster to remain throughout the 
hearing. 

“This is very much outside normal 
procedure during such hearings but we 
felt it was vitally important for the family 
to be fully involved, witnessing the 
evidence, determination and the ration¬ 
ale of the sanction imposed by the panel. 

She added: “During the hearing, both 
officers made direct apologies to the 
family for the loss of their daughter. One 
of the officers further stated that had he 
been in possession of the full circum¬ 
stances, his actions would have been dif¬ 
ferent. 

“Following the conclusion of the case, I 
personally met with the family to apolo¬ 
gise on behalf of Northamptonshire 
Police and to thank them for their under¬ 
standing and dignity throughout the 
process. 

“We apologised wholeheartedly for the 
distress that the actions of the two offi¬ 
cers the subsequent disciplinary process 
and media coverage may have caused 
them. 

“We publically acknowledged and 
accepted that our service was signifi¬ 
cantly below the standards we and the 
public of Northamptonshire expect from 
us. 

“The medical evidence available does 
indicate that it is entirely likely that even if 
officers had taken an alternative course of 
action, the tragic outcome at Ms Webster’s 
home would have been the same. 

“This does not excuse the actions of the 
particular officers on this occasion or the 
potential risk that others could have 
been placed in. 

“The officer that did attend the inci¬ 
dent on his own in the first instance - 
arriving just seven minutes after being 
despatched - conducted himself in 
accordance with the highest standards of 
behaviour expected by the force and that 
which is displayed by our officers on a 
daily basis.”

Survivor lucky after crush’ 


A SURVIVOR of a nightclub 
crush has said she was ‘one of 
the lucky ones’ despite being 
hospitalised during the 
tragedy. 

Abigail Atakora, 21, from 
London, was injured in the 
crush at Lava & Ignite and 
told the BBC that the last 
thing she remembers was 
having her ID checked going 
into the club. 

At the same venue, 22-year- 
old Nabila Nanfuka died. 
Another woman is still 
receiving hospital care in 
Leicester after the ‘stampede’ 


on October 19. Miss Atakora 
said she remembered part of 
the tragedy which felt like a 
dream. 

She said: “I don’t know if 
it was a dream but I remember 
being stamped on and 
crying but no one could hear 
because there were so many 
people, so I stopped crying 
and took the pain and then 
the next thing I was in hospi¬ 
tal. 

“I know a girl died and 
another girl is in hospital so 
I’m one of the lucky ones 
who survived.” 


Inquest opens into nightclub death 


THE inquest into the death of 
22-year-old Nabila Nanfuka 
was opened at Kettering 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday. 

During the inquest, Coroner 
Anne Pember described Miss 
Nanfuka’s death, which hap¬ 
pened at the Lava & Ignite 
nightclub in Northampton on 
October 19, as very sad. 

She told the inquest she had 
heard the police were disap¬ 
pointed by the response from 
young people who had been 
at the club. 


She said: “I would ask any¬ 
one who can assist, who took 
pictures on their mobile 
phones to come forward.” 

The inquest, which lasted 
about five minutes, heard 
Miss Nanfuka had died as a 
result of traumatic crush 
asphyxia. 

It was told there had been 
no signs of a sexual or physi¬ 
cal assault, no sign of a head 
injury but there was hemor¬ 
rhaging in both eyes. 

The inquest was adjourned 
for a date yet to be fixed.

Judge jails thank 
you note criminal

A MAN who left a note saying 
‘thanks for your things’ in one of 
the houses he burgled on a three 
month crime spree has been 
jailed. 

Michael Salisbury, 28, from 
Kilsby, admitted a total of 14 
different cases of burglary, theft, 
fraud, armed robbery and posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon. 

After pleading guilty he then 
handed the judge details of 27 
other crimes he had also commit¬ 
ted. 

The career criminal, who had a 
string of convictions dating back 
to 2006, was jailed for four years 
at Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday. 

Michael Waterfield, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court how Salisbury 
targeted homes in Kilsby, Barby, 
Wales, Cornwall and 
Northampton between July 5 and 
24 September often taking keys, 
cars, electronics and bottles of

alcohol, including champagne 
and vodka. 

On September 24 he robbed the 
post office in Kilsby of £62 after 
threatening staff with a knife. 

Mr Waterfield said: “He entered 
the shop and said Til stab you in 
the face if you don’t open the till,’ 
carrying a kitchen knife with a 


black handle. It was witnessed by 
a 15-year-old paper girl and two 
other young paper boys.” 

Mr Waterfield said that one 
home in Cornwall that Salisbury 
burgled he had left note on the 
kitchen table which read ‘thank 
you for your things xxx’ and that 
at another address in Wales he 
had stolen a credit card which he 
had then tried to fraudulently use 
at a hotel in Shrewsbury. 

Claire Howells, mitigating, said 
the armed robbery was not a 
sophisticated crime and that 
Salisbury took full responsibility 
for his actions. 

She said: “He feels he has 
brought a lot of shame on his 
family. 

“He very much wants to make a 
change in his life.” 

Sentencing Salisbury to a total 
of four years in prison, Recorder 
Geoffrey Solomans said: “The 
robbery was a very serious 
offence. There was clearly an 
element of planning, even if it 
wasn’t sophisticated.”

NCI-LOOK BATHROOMS 
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Council rapped for 
disabled grant W

A COUNCIL has been 
slammed after refusing 
to award a disabled man 
a grant he was entitled to. 

A report by the Local 
Government Ombud¬ 
sman found that 
Northampton Borough 
Council wrongly refused a 
disabled facilities grant 
(DFG) application to a 
man, called Mr Beech in 
the town. 

The authority has been 
recommended to pay him 
£5,000 in compensation. 

Mr Beech, who suffers 
from a degenerative med¬ 
ical condition, had asked 
for the grant in order to 
build an extension to his 
rented home so that he 
could bathe downstairs. 

However, the report 
states that although the 
grant for an extension met 
all relevant criteria, the 
council refused it because 
Mr Beech and his wife 
lived in a privately rented 


property which they had 
rented for more than 20 
years. 

Even though the council 
recognised the need for 
the extension and granted 
planning permission for 
it, it refused the grant and 
offered alternative hous¬ 
ing and installed a stair lift 
and a wet room, instead. 

The complainants felt 
they were misled by the 
council into believing 
they had to consider mov¬ 
ing to a council-owned 
property, although they 
did not want to move. 

The current arrange¬ 
ments have made the 
home cramped, affecting 
the whole family. They did 
not think any of the coun¬ 
cil properties offered had 
been suitable, and say it is 
unfair they are being 
treated differently from a 
home owner. 

The ombudsman, Jane 
Martin, said the council 
was guilty of ‘mal-admin¬ 
istration to refuse the 
grant’ and that it was a 


‘considerable injustice’. Dr 
Martin said: “The delay in 
providing the provision to 
meet the complainant’s 
needs has given rise to 
considerable stress and 
anxiety and left them liv¬ 
ing in very difficult condi¬ 
tions.” 

The ombudsman also 
suggested the council pay 
the couple £250 for the 
time and inconvenience 
in pursuing their 
complaint. 

David Kennedy, the 
council’s chief executive, 
said: “We have received 
the ombudsman’s recom¬ 
mendations in relation to 
the ongoing Disabled 
Facilities Grant (DFG) 
case. 

“We are looking at the 
ombudsman’s recommen¬ 
dations and will respond 
within the time scale. 

“We take any case 
involving the ombudsman 
very seriously and will 
consider carefully the 
ombudsman’s findings 
and proposed remedies.”

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False alarm calls cut 
in half by fire service

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Fire and 
Rescue Service has reduced the number 
of false alarms it attends from an 
average of 2,700 a year to 1,400. 

It realised something had to be done 
and decided on a plan of action to safe¬ 
guard premises including warehouses, 
schools, factories, hospitals, hotels 
and people’s homes. 

Many places like warehouses 
and factories are connected up 
to an alarm relay centre (ARC). 

In the past this meant every 
time a smoke alarm went off it 
went straight to the ARC, which 
would alert the brigade to attend. 

It turned out 98 per cent of these calls 
were false alarms - wasting time and 
resources. 

Head of community project, group 
manager Baz Fox, said: “Historically we 
used to send two or three appliances 
with blue lights flashing. This is endan¬ 
gering the firefighters and other road 
users which is not acceptable.” 

In January the service decided to 
amend its rules. Premises now have to 
tell the ARC at what times of day the 
buildings are occupied and if a call is 
sent to the ARC the fire service want con¬ 
firmation there is a blaze. 

If not, it will send one appliance which 
will wait 20 minutes to ensure a key hold¬ 
er arrives or they are told there is no fire. 

In the case of‘sleeping risks’ such as care 
homes, hospitals, hotels and homes, one 
or two appliances will be sent depending 
on the situation and time of day. 


Two days ago, the brigade brought in a 
change to how it responds to hospitals. 

Now it is down to the hospital to deter¬ 
mine the cause of the alarm and the serv¬ 
ice will send more than one appliance if 
it gets a 999 call. 

Since September 2010 the University of 
Northampton has not been linked to the 
ARC from Monday to Friday between 
8.30am and 4.30pm. 

Mr Fox said: “If a fire alarm goes 
off during this time it will be 
checked out by university 
l staff. 

“If there is a fire they can call 
999 and we will attend. This 
has seen a 40 per cent reduc¬ 
tion of false alarm call outs.”

METAL thieves struck 
at the heart of the 
Lamport Railway Trust 
by stealing signalling 
equipment which 
could cost up to 
£60,000 to replace. 

The theft in Chapel 
Brampton is believed to 
have taken place 
between 5.30pm last 
Thursday and 11.45am 
on Saturday. 

The offenders broke 
through a gate and 
drove across a field in a 
van to steal the metal. 

Volunteers believe the 
railway was targeted 
again after this as 
copper wire has also 
been stripped from two 
railway coaches. 

They think this 
happened around 
Monday evening. 

One of the directors, 
Gordon Titmuss, said 
the theft of the sig¬ 
nalling and points is 
one of the biggest 
suffered by the society. 

He said: “They broke 
through a gate, drove 
across a field and used 
a small van to load the 
metal. 


“I think this would 
have taken more than 
one night, probably 
two. 

“I have mixed feelings 
that it was stolen for 
scrap or stolen to order. 

“The value to replace 
it would cost £50,000 to 
£60,000. 

“It was discussed by 
members on Saturday 
morning. 

“There was pure 
disbelief as this is not 
the first time this has 
happened. 

“A similar theft 
occurred about two 
years ago when we had 
a similar value of 
signalling taken. 

“The theft of the 
equipment now affects 
the extension of the line 
we want to do to the 
south.” 

The items stolen were 
point locks which are 
for the safe running of 
the train. The thieves 
only left one behind. 

The society has sent 
out warnings to other 
privately run railways 
telling them about the 
theft in case someone 
offers to sell them the 
items. 

The Lamport Railway 


Trust installs old style 
equipment and as a 
result it is not easy to 
replace. 

Members will have to 
wait to bid for it if 
Network Rail upgrades 
a line. 

Mr Titmuss said: “We 
have got to replace the 
stolen items but it is 
when. 

“We could put up 
security but it would 
cost us tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds or we 
could get a container to 
load them in but we 
would have to get a 
crane to bring in the 
container. 

“This has gone 
beyond what we found 
on Saturday. 

“When we turned up 
on Sunday it felt like 
there was a cloud hang¬ 
ing over us as we asked 
ourselves why do we 
deserve this?” 

He added: “All we can 
do is carry on.” 

The facility is 
adamant the Santa 
Season train which 
starts later this month 
will go ahead. 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion should call police 
on 101.

Labour’s divorce policy 
had women celebrating 


F ORTY years ago, one of the 
most important social reforms 
ever passed by a Labour 
Government came into law. 

This reform was the 1969 Divorce 
Reform Act. 

Firstly, as an Oxford mathematics 
graduate, I had better reassure you 
that I have not suddenly lost all my 
number marbles. 

The act was passed in 1969 but 
did not come into force until 1971. 

By then, the political pendulum 
had swung and the Tories were 
back in power. 

The passing of this act was 
greeted with great celebration by 
many women and especially by my 
grandmother. She could finally get 
a divorce from my grandfather. 

Better still, she and her new man 
could then return back to Derby 
from their self imposed “for 
shames sake” exile in Bolton. 

Prior to these reforms, the only 
grounds for divorce were the 
marital offences of adultery, 
cruelty and desertion with the 
single exception of madness. 

So, divorce was only available to 
the “innocent” against the “guilty” 
and only the “innocent” could apply. 

With the reforms, irretrievable 
breakdown would be grounds for 
“no fault” divorce. 

We all thought my grandfather to 
be either cruel and/or mad for his 
not even being prepared to 
consider ending the long ago 
broken marriage. 

This bitterness really coloured my 
view of him as I have no happy 
memories of him. I am sure this is 
not fair, but that is just how it is. 

By contrast, the memories of my 


grandmother's new man are all 
happy ones. He was a die hard 
Liverpool fan. In those days, my 
beloved two times League 
Champions, Derby County, beat his 
not yet won a European Cup 
Liverpool virtually ever year. 

He always took this annual 
punishment with good humour, 
whilst his “scouse” protestation to 
“Luke in the Fooooteee 
Rekkkkudddd Buke” always had us 
in stitches. 

I know the day when the football 
pendulum swings back to the time 
of Derby County regularly 
competing with, let alone beating, 
Liverpool is a long way off. But, I 
can dream. 

When it comes to politics, 
dreamers get precisely nowhere. 

Instead what is needed is 
organisation, a properly costed 
manifesto vision of popular policies 
and some luck. 

So, even as I look back to a great 
Labour social reform, Labour locally 
is already preparing for the next 
county council elections in May 
2013. This is just 18 months away 
and there is no chance that we will 
sit around hoping for the pendulum 
to swing back. Labour is 
determined to make its move back. 

So, over the next few months, 
you can expect a few more leaf¬ 
lets, phone calls and visits from 


Labour. As for policies, we have 
already started talking with local 
members and supporters about 
our draft county manifesto. Maybe, 
one of our local policies will be as 
popular as Labour’s divorce 
reforms. 

But as I said, I can dream. 

Of course, in many parts of the 
world, the leaders of the opposition 
can only dream of looking forward 
to an election. 

That is just one of the many 
reasons why on Remembrance 
Day we need to pay our thanks for 
the sacrifice other generations 
made for our freedoms. 

So, I urge everybody not just to 
buy a poppy but seek out those 
friends and relations who served in 
or remember World War Two or 
indeed any war. 

Take a few minutes to make sure 
that their stories can be passed 
down the generations. 

My grandfather’s brother did that 
for me. He sat me down, aged 
eight, in the run up to the 1964 
Tokyo Olympics to tell me the 
horrific details of his time as a 
Japanese prisoner in Burma during 
WW2. His story is just as chilling 
now as it was back then but he 
knew and I have learnt that, never 
forgetting is the first step to 
making sure it never happens 
again.

ADOPTION experts in the county are 
appealing for people to provide ‘forever 
families’.

“Many of these children will have suf¬ 
fered trauma in their short lives so our 
priority is finding people who are com¬ 
passionate and resilient enough to help 
pick up the pieces, build a child’s self- 
esteem and self-confidence and help 
them to unlock their potential. 

“We especially need families who can 
look after school-aged children or who 
can make it possible for groups of broth¬ 
ers and sisters to grow up together.

Old school buildings 
to get a £5m boost

PLANS to allocate nearly £5 
million of funding to improve 
ten county schools are expected 
to be approved next week. 

At a meeting of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s cabinet members will 
be asked to support a scheme to 
improve below standard facilities 
that were built in the 1960s to mid 
1970s and are now all suffering 
from varying degrees of defects. 


The cash for the work will come 
from a £4.87m capital fund which 
will cover the repair costs at the 
ten schools and the ongoing 
monitoring of the remaining 
schools in disrepair. 

Work would be scheduled for 
completion by December next 
year. 

Councillor Andrew Grant, cabi¬ 
net member for children, learning 
and skills, said: “We’ve cate¬ 
gorised the serial build schools 
into three groups according to the 
severity of the defects. 


“Seven schools have already had 
improvement work completed 
during the first phase of the serial 
build programme and another 
four - Great Doddington Primary, 
Kingswood Primary, Ruskin 
Infant and The Bramptons 
Primary - have contractors cur¬ 
rently on site carrying out the 
remedial work. 

The proposed schools are 
Oakway, Windmill, Millbrook, 
Braunston, Southbrook, Hard- 
ingstone, Cogenhoe, Whitefriars, 
Towcester and Yardley Gobion.

Police act to stop 
bonfire high-jinks

REDUCING public disorder, 
anti-social behaviour and crimi¬ 
nal damage is the three prong 
attack being taken by 
Northamptonshire Police lead¬ 
ing up to Bonfire Night. 

Chief Inspector Max Williams, 
who is leading the county-wide 
operation, explained officers 
want to minimise disruption in 
the community. 

He said there had been an 
impressive reduction across 
Northamptonshire this year in 
incidents of anti-social behaviour 
- September figures showed a 22.4 
per cent drop over a 12 month 
period, 5,800 fewer incidents. 

Cl Williams added: “We are 


committed to continuing this 
downward trend and have devel¬ 
oped this operation to both pre¬ 
vent and proactively combat 
issues that may arise as a result of 
Bonfire Night.” 

Officers and Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs) have 
been delivering interactive 
presentations at schools across 
the county. 

The key messages have been 
around both safety and how to 
enjoy the events without breaking 
the law or causing distress to oth¬ 
ers and retail outlets selling fire¬ 
works have been visited and 
given advice. 

Inspector Dave Rayfield, 
Northampton Central, said: “The 
Central Safer Community Team 
has organised an increased 


presence around the town centre 
of Northampton and will be pro¬ 
viding reassurance and support 
in the area. 

“We recognise the vast majority 
of people who take part in Bonfire 
Night celebrations are law abid¬ 
ing and cause no issues to the 
wider community. We merely ask 
they respect other people’s priva¬ 
cy and right to a quiet life. 

“Various measures will be 
utilised over Bonfire Night - there 
will be extra high visibility patrols 
of officers, PSCOs and Special 
Constables in hotspot areas and 
body worn video and CCTV will 
be used to capture evidence. 

“In addition, police cars and 
vans will be dedicated to respond 
to incidents as and when they 
happen.”

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Jim targets Wasps 
win in top four aim

MOMENTUM in sport, as the cliche goes, is key. If 
that is the case, then Northampton Saints find 
themselves in a good position heading into 
Sunday’s Aviva Premiership match at London 
Wasps. 

Last weekend’s 44-15 victory over bottom 
markers Newcastle Falcons extended their 
winning run to four games in all competitions, 
lifting them to within four points of the 
Premiership top four. 

After a poor start to the season which saw the 
Saints lose four of their five opening league 
matches they have rediscovered the winning 
formula, and that is something that director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder is understandable keen for 
them to continue with. 

“We know what we’ve got to do and that’s keep 
winning,” he said. 

“We’ve won the last four games now, we’re 
gaining a little bit of momentum and we need that 
if we want to move up the table. 

“If we’ve got any realistic ambition of getting into 
that top four at the end of the season, we need to 
win games like this.” 

Results from Friday night’s games had left 
Northampton 11th in the table ahead of the visit of 
Newcastle to Franklin’s Gardens on Saturday, but 
a penalty from Ryan Lamb and two tries for 
former Falcon Tom May saw them take control 
inside the first 20 minutes. 

However, the ever reliable kicking of fly half 
Jimmy Gopperth kept the visitors in touch, with 
three penalties and a drop goal coming from the 
boot of the New Zealander. Also, the sin-binning of 
Courtney Lawes for a late hit on Jeremy Manning 
did not help matters. 

Lamb slotted over another penalty on the stroke 
of half time to give the Saints an 18-12 lead, 
followed by two tries in the space of ten minutes 
from prolific Russian winger Vasily Artemyev that 
secured the bonus point and saw the home side 
on the way to a convincing win. 

Two further converted tries from England 
international Chris Ashton on his Premiership 
return rounded off the win, with a sole Gopperth 
penalty the only score for the Falcons in the 
second half, and Mallinder was pleased with the 
improvements shown after the break. 

He said: “We just kept to our structures. We 
talked about keeping our discipline because 
Jimmy Gopperth, as we know, can kick goals and 
he was doing that in the first half, putting us 
under a little bit of pressure. 

“We just needed to cut out those penalties, look 
after the ball, and we knew that the tries would 
come. 

“Our scrum was very good, the line-out was 
accurate, there’s probably a little bit of work we 
need to do on the maul, but we did do that and 
they created the opportunities. 

“Ryan Lamb ran the game well - he distributed, 
kicked at the right times, went through space 
when it was offered to him and the outside backs 
finished very well.” 

So to High Wycombe to face Wasps, who are in 
among the early play-off contenders after a solid 
start to the season under new boss Dai Young. Off 
the field though, they find themselves up for sale 
and earlier this week saw head coach Shaun 
Edwards step down yesterday. 

Edwards, like Saints chief Mallinder, has found 
himself linked to a place in the England set-up 
should the RFU decide to axe Martin Johnson and 
his coaching staff in the wake of the World Cup 
quarter final exit. 

For Northampton, at least, that has proved to be 
beneficial as it allowed them to get their five 
England internationals back in the squad sooner 
than expected. Mallinder though is keen to 
emphasise how much of this recent run has been 
down to the squad effort. 

“We have probably over-relied on certain players 
in the past and we really want to try and spread 
the workload if we are going to be successful at 
the end of the season,” he said. 

“We’ve managed to do that with a little bit of 
rotation here and there, and at the moment we’re 
playing well. 

“We had a bad start to the season, but we’ve 
gained a little momentum and we’ll see where we 
get to.”

TOM May feels that Northampton 
Saints have shaken off their early 
season blues as they prepare to 
head to London Wasps on Sunday 
in a rich vein of form.

Sutil secures points in Force India’s ‘home’ GP

ADRIAN Sutil ensured Force India a 
points finish in the first-ever Indian 
Grand Prix on Sunday after conning 
home in ninth position. 

The German had qualified eighth 
for the Silverstone-based team, but 
struggled to match the pace of the 
cars around him during the opening 
laps. 

However, he was able to maintain 
a place in the top ten and the 
retirement of Sebastian Buemi 
allowed Sutil to gain an extra place. 

“It was quite a good race and I 
think we can be happy with the two 


points,” he said afterwards. “In the 
early laps I struggled with the rear 
of the car, with a bit of oversteer, 
and could not hold off the Toro 
Rossos who were a bit quicker. 

“But in the second and third stint 
the car balance improved and I was 
able to keep the Sauber [Sergio 
Perez] behind me in the closing 
laps. We were also fortunate that 
Buemi retired, which gave me 
another position. I think ninth was 
probably the maximum and I hope 
Vijay will have a smile on his face.” 

Team-mate Paul di Resta finished 
13th, but team principal Dr Vijay 
Mallya was delighted that his team 


picked up two points in their ‘home’ 
Grand Prix. 

He said: “We targeted points and 
that’s exactly what we delivered 
with Adrian’s excellent drive to 
ninth. As for Paul, he performed 
well, but we went very aggressive 
with the strategy to cover the 
chance of a safety car. In the end it 
didn’t work out, but we needed to 
cover our bases. These two points 
are important for our championship 
battle and I’m delighted that Sahara 
Force India will go down in the 
record books for scoring points in 
the inaugural Indian Grand Prix.” 

Mallya has also promised the 


team’s drivers that he will make a 
decision before the next Grand 
Prix about who will get the two 
race seats available for the 2012 
season. 

It has been rumoured that Force 
India’s test/reserve driver Nico 
Hulkenberg will replace Sutil next 
year to partner Di Resta. 

According to Mallya, the 
confirmed line-up will be revealed 
ahead of the Abu Dhabi race next 
weekend. 

He added: “I already have three 
excellent drivers, who are all in the 
running, and the decision ahead will 
not be an easy one.”

JAMIE Spence and Nathan Reeve 
will both fight for the Midlands 
Area title in their respective weight 
divisions when professional boxing 
returns to Northampton on 
Saturday, November 26, at the Park 
Inn Hotel.

GARY Johnson admitted it was disappoint¬ 
ing that he had to make Jake Robinson and 
Bas Savage available for loan, but insists it 
is in both players’ interests to seek new 
pastures.

“I thought he was fantastic in pre-season, 
so we have been waiting and waiting for his 
game to come out, and to get his goal. 

“We hoped that if he got his goal he would 
settle down, but that hasn’t quite happened. 

“He’s an experienced lad and he’s another 
one that is not going to want to sit on the 
bench... which is probably what is going to 
happen at the moment because unfortu¬ 
nately he hasn’t quite performed how we 
would like him to, for whatever reason. 

“Jake has had a long time now to show us 
what he can do, but that hasn’t quite come 
to fruition. It has come in bits, but not 
enough to win us football matches.” 

Savage joined the club on a deal until Jan¬ 
uary just before the first game of the season, 
but suffered a foot injury in September that 
kept him out of the side for nearly a month. 

Now with Adebayo Akinfenwa now play¬ 


ing again after recovering from a fractured 
jaw and Saido Berahino joining on loan 
from West Bromwich Albion, he finds him¬ 
self down the pecking order at Sixfields. 

Johnson said: “Of course they are disap¬ 
pointed, but as a manager I’ve got to make 


decisions and with January coming up 
you’ve got to open the squad up by trying to 
move some on and trying to move some in. 

“That’s how you try to improve, but that’s 
down to players as well and if there are people
